1. Purpose. To issue policy and provide guidance
- for the establishmentof a sexual assault

prevention/victimassistanceprogram within the
Departmentof the Navy (DON), including “
developmentand maintenanceof a DON sexual
assault reporting system and database for data on
all such offensesagainstpersons who are over 18
years of age and not married to their alleged
perpetrators. .

2. Background

a. Reference (a) established the crime victim’s
bill of rights, enclosure (l), and directed that
“agenciesengaged in the detection, investigation, or
prosecutionof crime identifyvictims of crime and
inform them of ~ following: availabilityof
emergencymedicd and social seMs, any
availablerestitution or other reliefi public and
private programs availableto provide counseling,
treatmeng and other support to the victim; and
assistancein contactingpersons responsible for

providing those seMces and relief. References(b)
and (c) implementreference(a) in the Department
of Defense (DoD) and DON and provide t%rther
guidancefor assisting victimsand witnessesof
crime.

b. This instructionaddressesthe specificneeds
of victims of sexualassaultsand related issues by
defining sexualassault establishingprocedures to
protect the victim’s privacy; establishinga
mandatory, standardizedsexualassault victim
assistanceprogram; developinga databaseto tick
certain sexualassault trends; and implementinga
sexual assaultpreventionprogram for seMce,
members.

3. Policy

a. Sexual assaultis a criminalact that is
absolutelyincompatiblewith the DON’s core
values, high standardsof professionalism,and
personal discipline. Commandersshall take
appropriateaction under U.S. laws and regulations
in all cases of sexual assauk The term “sexual
assaul~” for the purpose of this instruction,
includesrape, indecentassaul~ forcible sodomy,
assault with intent to commit rape, and assault with
intent to commit sodomyas definedin reference
(d).

b. It is the DON goal to eliminatesexual
assault incidents that impact DON personneland
family members, or that are perpetratedby DON
personnel. To reach this goal, the DON will
establisha standardizedand effectivesexual assault
preventionand victim assistanceprogram at the
commandlevel; will meet mandatedreporting
requirementswithout undulycompromisingvictim.
confidentialityor safety, or generating f- of
reprisal; and will provide educationto Navy and
Marine Corps membersand theiTfamilies on
socially responsiblestandardsof behaviorand
f~tors that contribute to victimization.

c. Sexualassaults against childrenand those
that occur within a marital relationshipshall be
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nqwted under the DON’s Family Advocacy
Program.

d. This instruction is not intended to, and does
no~ create any entitlement, cause of action, or
defense in favor of any person arising out of a
failure to accord to a victim the assistanceoutlined
in this instruction. No limitationsare hereby
placed on the lawful prerogativesof the DON or its
officials.

Action

a. Chief of Naval Operations/Commandant
the Marine Corps shall:

(1) Establish an IntegratedDatabase (IDB)
capture and track reported incidentsof sexual

assault against persons who are over the age of 18
who are not married to their alleged perpetrators,
and to track subsequentinvestigativeand/or legal
actions as defined in enclosure (2). This Mabase
will provide policy makers, developersof training,
and other key leadershippersonnel with reliable
statistical information to quantify and categorize
incidents, as well as to analyze the effectiveness
of policies, training, and the commandchnate with
relation to the identificationand prevention of
sexual assaults.

(2) Establish policy and proceduresby
which the sexual assault incident information
contained in appendix A to enclosure (2) will be
collecx reported, and entered into the DON IDB.

(3) Provide an annual report to SECNAV
by 30 November for the precedingf~cal year,
using the format in enclosure (3).

(4) Develop and conducta sexual assault
awareness and prevention program at both junior
and senior levels, and at key carmr progression
points (officer and disted) for all seMce
members. Training will be commensur@ with a
member’s seniority and level of command
responsibility/supervision.

(5) EstabIish a sexualassault victim
assistance program that maximizescoordinationof

local resources, provides victim advocates, and
minimizesre-victimization.

(6) Ensure installationcommandersprovide
the safestpossible environmentfor all seMce
members, with particular emphasison proper street
lighting, enhancedbarracks safety and base
security, and the responsibleuse of alcohol on
board Navy and Marine Corps installations. This
environmentalso requires diligent efforts by
commandersto provide protection for victims fkom
allegedperpetratorsand a commandclimate that
encouragesthe reporting of sexual assaults wi$out
fear of reprisal.

(7) Maximizecooperationbetween law
enforcementand victim advocatepersonnel.

b. Director, Naval Criminal Investigative
Service (NCIS) and Director, Marine Corps
Criminal Investigation Division (CID) have key
roles in managementof sexual assault cases and.
shall:

(1)Provide technicalguidanceand training
for military security forces and DON civilian law
enforcementpersonnel involvedin prevention of,
and response to, sexualassault. In order to keep.
re-victimizationto a minimum, appropriate training
in understandingsexualassault victims’ needs and
concernsshall be an essential componentof this
guidanceand training.

(2) Provide training in the sensitive
handlingof sexual assault victims in both the
SpecialAgent Basic Training course and in-service
criminal investigativecourses. Include in the
SpecialAgent Basic Training course a review of
Federal statutes and Navy and Marine COIPS
policies regarding the handlingof sexual assault
victims. Ensure all criminal investigatorsare
includedinthein-servicetraining.

(3) Ensure that Naval Criminal
InvestigativeServiceResident Agencies (NCISRA)
and Marine Corps Criminal InvestigationDivision
Offices(CIDOS)provide necessary informationto
the appropriatecommanddata collection
coordinatorto allow accurate completionof sexual

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assault incident reports. Informationshould be
provided to the extent that it will not compromise-
the investigation.

(4) Ensure that NCISRASand Marine
Corps CIDOShave special investigatorsavailable
24 hours a day to respond immediatelyto reported
incidentsof sexual assault-

C. The Judge Advocate General of the Navy
shall: Rovide advice, instruction, guidance, and
assistanceregarding the legal aspects of the Sexual
AssaultPrevention and ResponseProgram.

d. Chief, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery
shall:

(1) Provide technicalguidanceand training
for appropriate medicalpersonnel to address the
medical, medico-legal,and psychologicalaspects of
assisting sexual assault victims, including training
in the sensitive handlingof sexual assault victims to
minimize re-victimization and further trauma to the
victim.

(2) Ensure adherenceto reference (e),
which provides procedures for the sensitive

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SEXUAL ASSAULT INCIDENT DATA COLLECTION REPORT EXPLANATION
(Coincides with Integrated Database (IDB))

1. Pur~ose. This reporting system:

. Establishes a single, comprehensive database in which the
prev~lence of sexual assault within the Department of the Na~
(DON) can be monitored and analyzed. In addition, information onthe circumstances accompanying a sexual assault (e.g.,
involvement of alcohol or drugs, location of assault) will help .
in the development of appropriate measures to reduce the
incidence of this crime.

b. Maintains data for all incidents of sexual assault
reported to commands or civilian or military law enforcement,
investigative, medical or social service agencies’under either of
the circumstances defined in paragraph 3a (1) and (2) of this
enclosure.

2. PrivacV Interests. The privacy interests of all parties
shall be protected with particular emphasis on the following
areas: .

a. Data collection and reporting must protect the victim’s
identity. Access to the system to report and review information
must be controlled at all levels of use to maintain
confidentiality of case information.

b. The vi”ctim’s identity will not be released to the media
without the victim’s express consent.

c. This system must use a means of identifying and tracking
individual incidents and subsequent investigative and legal
actions that does not rely on victim identity.

Points of contactmay include the Naval Criminal Investigative Service (NCIS),
Marine Corps Criminal Investigative Division (CID), Family
Service Centers (FSC), law enforcement agencies, medical
treatment facilities, staff judge advocates, and Naval Legal
Service Offices (NLSOS). The data collection coordinator shall
obtain required data from these agencies rather than from the
victim or alleged offender. The purpose of collecting data is
for program management and statistical data analysis.

(e.g., name, SSN). ,

d. Data

sensitivity to avoid re-victimization.

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3. Re~ortinq Requirement

a. ~ initial report must be submitted if an incident of
sexual assault is reported to a military authority or support
service (e.g., duty officer~ legal officert security, medical,
FSC) and meets either of the followinq criteria:

(1) If the sexual assault occurs in areas under DON
control or jurisdiction, regardless of the victim’s or the t
alleged perpetrator’s duty status, military affiliation, or
nationality.

(2) If the victim is a family member, or if the victim

Victims who are under the age of 18 and victims of
sexual assault will not be reported through the IDB but
reported through the Family A&ocacy Program (FAP).1

Sexual Assault Incident Reports should be completed
within 10 days of initial notification to any Navy or Marine
Corps support service or command. Submission of the initial
report should not be delayed to obtain more information.

c. Continuation (status) reports will be used to provide
or revised information and must be submitted to Service

headquarters at least auarterlv until final resolution of a case,
or a determination that the installation commander is unable to
monitor the progress of a case (e.g., the incident falls under
the jurisdiction of civilian authorities) . Final resolution
refers to completion of investigative, disciplinary/criminall
and/or administrative actions (e.g.f defendant found guilty/not
guilty, case determined to be unsubstantiated or false, alleged
perpetrator administratively separated).

4. Re~ortinq Res~onsibilitv

a. A data collection coordinator will be responsible for
obtaining data elements through a coordinated effort with all
agencies involved in the reporting, investigation, or prosecution
of sexual assault.

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It is recommended that a coordinating committee be used as the
principal means of obtaining necessary information for the
report .

c. The data collection coordinator should monitor the
progress and outcome of all DON-related sexual assault incidents.
A concerted effort is required in cases where an ‘assault occurs
outside the investigative and legal jurisdiction of the military,
such as when the alleged perpetrator is not an active-duty
service member or Reservist on active duty, or when the incident
does not occur on military property. In cases where an assault
is being investigated and prosecuted by civilian authorities with
little or no military involvement, local military officials .
(e.g., NCIS and CID agents, military police, staff judge
advocates) should contact their civilian counterparts and arrange
for sharing of information. Overseas locations should establish
guidelines for interaction with host nation authorities under
applicable Status of Forces Agreements (SOFA). The data
collection coordinator should note in the comment section of this
report when a case falls under the jurisdiction of the civilian
judicial or law enforcement system and information is not readily
obtainable.
